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e. Cooeelvabljr aojr of President KENHEDY's planned 
actions to get even more flzn with the Soviets during the pre- 
election year are thus sabotaged by the President's ourder. 

f . Yhe Soviets obviously understood that the death 
of President KERREDT vould result in the emergence of DeOAUlXE 
as a strong Western leader. DeGAUU£ of course says "vhat's 
good for France Is not necessarily bad for the USSR." 

g. Ibe death of President KERREDY renoves a papular 
rallying point for our allies. Furthermore, and sore pertinent, 
his death removes a symbol for Soviet Intellectuals vho have 
inevitably made Invidious coBg>arlsons between their own Intellectual 
desert and the flowering of the arts under the KENREDYs. Ybe 
prbblem of the intellectuals In the USSR should not be Interpreted 
as the least of KBRUSHCHE\r's Internal problons. We must recall 
that beginning with Lenin, Intellectuals have provided the iagtetus 
for revolution In the USSR and they cos^trlse one of the three 
balls KHRUSHCEGE7 must constantly Juggle— the Intellectuals, 

the Party and the Military. 

h. If the USSR has any ambitious aims in manipulating 
U. S. public opinion their murder of President KENNEDY vould serve 
to exacerbate the present differences between the radical left 
and rl{^t in America. In fact the USSR propaganda machine began 
to say the murder was committed by the radical rl^t as soon bb 
the deed was done and before OSWAID was captured. 

1. Finally, the death of President KERRQ)Y, whether 
a planned operation or not, will serve the most obvious purpose 
of providing proof of the power and omniscience of the KHB. 

This Implication of sheer terror could be interpreted as a warning 
to Russia's own citizens, as the Soviet Intelligence ser rlees 
have suffered sosie very real reverses recently with PEBK07SKY, . 
GQUTSIH's defection, their Ignosilnlous expulsion from the Congo, 
etc. I have long predicted that the USSR vould take some drastic 
action to halt the rapid erosion of their security. 

2. Can we briefly view the 06HA1J) operation as a nmnted 
KOB operation to iHii the President? What are the essential 
ingredients? 



a. The KI2B bad soaie three years to assess 06WAID in 
the UB8R. Layman will deprecate the value that the KGB attaches 
to such on the si>ot assessment. They nay also say that 06WAU) 
was a nut properly vould not be entrusted with such an 
operation by the KGB. However, the KGB properly knows that 
historically most assassins have been imbalanced maladjusted 
types. 







b. In such an oparatlon the KGB could not use a Soviet 
citizen thou^ the very real poealblllty exlata that 06WAIB was 
assisted by a Soviet Illegal of the RGB 13th Departnient. Sticking 
to aaaentlala — It was a good plan that did succeed. 

c. OSWALD did escape froa the book building. 

d. He did get to a theater which could have been his 
point of contact with hie Illegal case officer. Certainly we 
know the KGB's penchant for using theaters for meeting places. 

e. After his arrest, whic h was only due to hie un- 
fortunate encounter with Pollcenan TIPPET, OSWAIB did reaaln 
silent. How like the behavior of CoL. ABKLws his behavior In 
this aregard. 

3. Also the very real possibility exists that the RGB 
Intended to liquidate OSWALD after he did the Job. His meeting 
In the theater was probably for Jaiflt such a liquidation or re- 
moval froB the scene. In RUBTys part In the operation w must 
recognize the possibility thaVUOTT was also a ^ hatchet mm.

k. The undersigned ml^t be better qjiallfled to ccnaimt on 
the 06WAU) aspects of this case If we knew the following ^out 
his activities prior to his departure to the 

and e. below offer three possible answers to the question. Why 
did he go to Moseowt" 

a. first, OSWALD was a self-made Marxist or Com^st 

who decided to go on his own; that Is, he m^e this 4mlslm 
■by V sad promgpted by no one. He possibly was looking 

a better life without knowing What the Soviet Italon really Is. 

b. Second, after OSWAU) *s discharge as an "undesirable" 

fron the Itorlnes, he found himself In a difficult and unplwa^ 
situation: Is It possible that In this situation he was notl^ 

by a spotter or recruiter for the Illegals or seme other depart- 
ment and was considered as a possible candidate for use or 
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recroitaentT Hie full infonsaticn about OSWAIi) vas sent to Moecov, 
CKx Ho6coir*B ox^er an InTestigatloKi of OSWALD vas nade and 
there foUoved a decialcn to "Inrlte" him to lloacov. Using the 
vord "Inrlte", the undersigned has in mind that sooe agents or 
recruiters throu^ conversations vith OSWALD ^ hut vithout 
actually suggesting the trip Itself, inspired OSWALD to travel 
to the USSR. And, in this case, it is possible that someone gave 
him seme financial assistance and soDie advice on hov to do this. 

c. Hiird, OSWALD went to Moscow, or was sent to Moscow, 
by some pro-Soviet, pro-Comminist , pro-Cubcm organizaticn(s) , 
having in that he would stay in the Soviet Uhion for a few 
years, learning more about the Soviet Union and receiving in- 
structions for future operations, activities, etc. 

Knowing for sure that the Soviets never give a visa 
vithout an investigation of the person making the 

application, we have to our own investigation of the following 
questions: 



a. When did OSWALD first begin to express his wish 
to go to the Soviet Union? 

b. To whom did he talk, when did he contact at this 
early time, and how much time elapsed between these talks and 
contacts and his application? 

c. How, when and through whom did OSWALD get his 
Soviet visa? 

d. How long did it take for him to get the visa? 

e. Who personally gave the visa to OSWALD? We must 
VnoMT iv the person at the Ekobassy who tcQ.ked to OSWALD was a , 
Kna eoployee. 

f • When and how did OSWALD travel to the USSR (air, 
sea; through which countries; in which countries, iS any, did 
he imtka stops; how long were such stops)? 

6. Together with the shove, it is very important to know of 
OSWALD'S circumstances before bis trip to the OTSR. Who knew 
in advance that he was going and who knew that he bad gone: 
Mother, brother, relatives, friends, neich^ors, girl friends, 
boy friends, old buddies, etc? To whom did OSWALD say goodbye 
before he left for the USSR: personally or by telephone, by 
mail? Did he ever ask anyone any questions on traveling to the 
USSR? Whom? 
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7* OSWALD In Mobcov* When OSWALD arrived in Moecov, be vbb 
under observatloQ, Investigation and complete control by the KGB* 

In this peurticiilar case, under the Second Chief Directorate (Cl) • 
Being \mder the control of the KGB^ at the same time he vas under 
heavy investigation directed at answering the question of why this 
stupid American bAii come to the USSR (it doesn't make any difference 
whether they knew in advance about OSWALD or not; anyway^ they 
would conduct such an investigation) • Every possible bit of inform 
nation was taken from OSWALD about the USA, especially about his 
service in the Marine Corps, etc. At the same time, OSWALD was 
under constant observation and study for possible future use by 
the Soviet Intelligence and Cl services. 

8. It should be noted here that any foreigner, esi>ecially 
an American, who arrives in the USSR for permanent or prolonged 
stay always is examined by the Soviet State Security as a possible 
candidate for future use (special training and recruitment) within 
the USA or other countries (but against the USA) . After a good 
study and investigation whi^ continues about six months in Moscow, 
\mder normal financial support and minimum comfort from the KGB, 
the KGB makes its conclusions: that OSWALD is clear and is who 

he claims to be and that he mi£^t possibly be used or useful for 
Soviet Intelligence or Cl Service. ROTE: the undersigned be- 

lieves that dxiring his (OSWALD'S) first few months in Moscow, 
additional Inquiry and Investigation of OSWALD was going on 
through the Soviet Binbekssy in Washington and throu^ Soviet agent 
networks in the USA and possibly throu^ pro-Soviet and pro- 
CcoBunist organizations within the USA. 

9* After being a few weeks or months in Moscow, OSWALD 
expressed a wish to stay forever in the Soviet Uhion and to be 
a Soviet citizen. Ihen the KGB said to him: "If you really 

want to be a Soviet citizen and serve the Conmunist cause, you 
must denounce American Imperialism and American citizenship." « 
nxerefore, soBoewhere in this i>eriod, OBWAIJ) went to the U. S. 
fiflbaasy and renounced his U. S. citizenship. After this act 
State Security decided to give OSWAIi) some kind of JcA) in 
accordance with his knowledge and capabilities, at the same time 
continuing to study him as a potential agent. 

10. Because to make a good agent takes a long time and 
because OSWAIi) was lipatient — and because he bad not yet been 
given Soviet citizenship'— the KGEB decided not to make of him a 
good agent, but did not break relationa with him and decided to 
use him in a more or less open way. 

11 • When OSWAIi) showed seme dissatisfaction about the 
Soviet way of life (it is usual for Americans)— and by this time 
OSWAIi) had already met his girl friend (the KGB probably helped 
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him to find her— to incite hln happy and to make evire that he vould 
not leave the Soviet Union)— the KCS at the sane time continued 
to train hln^ probably in the way of an old**faahloned Marxist^ 
telling hla that he would be a good fighter ag alnat lji5>erlallBt8 
nn/< agalnat Anerlcan millionaires f such as ROCKm 'FIT J i ER ^ htituuiDY 
uniS others* And somewhere here^ while In this kind of trainings 
a low level case officer of State Security told him that to have 
a better life in the U. S. you have to fl^t very hard to bury 
capitalism, as our Rlklta Sergeyevich aaora; together with 
capitalism, you have to bury all the miHlonalres, Including your 
fixgt beast blook”Sucker, KJilhfUiOY (HOTK! this Is not a tall 
story; It Is the way In which State Security operates with the 
stupid Marxists »md with naive followers of the Conmunlst move- 
ment) . If on a high level within the RGB it was decided that 
there Is nothing good in OBVAU) and that he Is Just a naive 
American that he could not be relied iq>on folly, but that 
nonetheless he could be used because he Is for our cause and Is 
against c^ltallsm In general, then the following would have 
been suggested— after OSWAIJ) already had asked permlsslcn to 
return to the USA: OSWAID was told to be a good fighter against 

capitalism to secure your Soviet citizenship, you must show 
yourself as a good flgjiter for the Coonunlet cause Inside the USA; 
then, we give you permission beceuise we believe you are a strong 
Marxist to ret\rm to the USA and to do scmethlng for our common 
■'cause, such as to help any Ameiican pro-Soviet organizations or, 
for Instance, beccos a member of a Free Cuba Conmlttee or In 
case of crisis to do sosiethlng outstanding— —that will be noticeable 
everywhere-— that will prove that you are a real Ccmiiunlst* Ihen, 
somewhere here. If he was shlready a Soviet agent or not, the girl 
showed VQ), or she was there before, but by this time she was 
pre0unt OSWAID decided to go to the USA* ^Rien he was told* 
After this talk, OSWALD shouted— where Is your freedom? She Is 
my wife, wo have a child, and I would like to go* If he did 
Mitm • big noise, they decided to let him and her go; or If he , 
already was a trained agent, then without any kind of noise on 
his part, but with sos» difficulties, permission was granted for 

her to go with him* /V-SS/C- 

12 * Looking at the wife oJ M^AID. we should have in mind 
that she was and still is an ag^t'or at least a low-level Infor- 
mant of the KGB. If she was not before she met OSWAID, she became 
so after the second day she met him* Ihls Is the regulation In 
State Security on how to handle foreigners --It makes no difference 
whether they are Connunlsts or not* 

13. Investigation of OSWAID 's wife should be undertaken 
— ■ soon as possible, with special attention being paid the (juestlons 
to follow: 
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a. First, T*o Is she? Her education, profession, age, 
fenaily background. Party affiliation (Koosoool neniberahlp) . 

If vas a neniber of the KobibcbioI, then the Konsonol organisation 
vlU take any steps possible against her traveling to the 0. S. 
Also, she DBist be expelled frcn the Konsomol, and then she aato- 
natlcally vould be considered a meniber of the IiQ>erlallst Cao^. 
Then, If she was a meniber of the Kcmsonol and this action did 
not take place. It was because of RGB Interference against such 
action. The same action would relate to any of her relatives— 
father, mother, brothers.... If they were members of the CPSU 
or Konscmol. 



b. To which offices was she Invited before and after 
their marriage? If she was Invited to sene official Soviet offices, 
and If these offices asked her not to marry a foreigner and not to 
go with him, then probably she was not a member of the Konsonol 

and she did It on her own will; but If she answers that no one 
Invited her to ouch offices, then the whole job was done by the 
KGB— smoothly and quietly, with no talk going around about It. 

c. Who helped her and how many times to write papers 
for the Soviet Ministry of Foreign Affairs to say that she 

married an American citizen and would like to go with him to 
the USA? If It was done a few times and with great difficulties, 

■* then probably It was done only with a little help from the KGB . I^, 

however, the papers were prepared only once and peimisslon was 
granted after osay a few months' wait, then eveiythlng was done 
by the KGB. (According to the American newspapers, her application 
for permission to come to the U. S. was processed very easily and 
quickly.) 



d. When and where did they register their marriage? 

Who were the witnesses to that marriage? How many relatives and 
friends (of wife) were present at the wedding and celebration. , 
What tHTi4 of gifts did they receive at the time of marriage and 
from whom? Where did they take residence after marriage? Were 
they given an apartment, or a room? And In what nel^borhood? 

e. Where did her husband, 06WAID, work? In what factory? 
What were his hours of work? How long did he spend In Moscow be- 
fore he went to Minsk? Who chose Minsk— did he or did someone else? 

f. Who wore her husband's friends? From what circles? 
Workers? ^xtellectuals? 

g. How smny times were she and her husband--whlle they 

lived together— invited to the police stations or any other Soviet 
govenment offices, together or separately? (ROTE: Biere Is no 

other office than the KGB which would make such an Invitation. It 
makes no difference If they were agents or not.) 
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h. How Bujart (Intelligent) 1 b she? Does ehe really 
speak no Englieh? Is her English better than she shows or 
better than It should be after being here only two years? Or 
vorse? 

le What does she say about life in the Soviet UniOQ? 

J. Did her huflband have a gun vhlle he was in the 
Soviet Italon? If so, how does she know about it? When did he 
get It? Did he have special pennisslon to carry a gun? Did he 
bring this gun with his across the border? For your Infonnatlcn, 
nobody carries a gun In the USSR without the KGB eventually 
learning of it. Least of all an American. 

k. Who gave financial help to them before they left 

the Soviet Union? (HOTE: For a regular worker In the Soviet 

Itolon, It is la?) 08 Blble to save enou^ monev to buy a ticket and 
wmVA any of preparations to go abroad . ) 

l. Who gave instructions to OSWALD to ask for 
financial assistance at the American Embassy upon his return to 
the USA? 

m. Was their first child bom in Russia— baptized in 
the USSR? If so, in what church? Whose Idea was it? Did they 
baptize their second chil d, bom in the U. S.? 

n. If 06WAID never had a permanent Job here In the 
USA, then who was going to finance his next trip to the USSR? 

How mich did hlB wife know about his plan to return to the USSR 
via Cuba? 

14. The investl^tlon of the wife should be made step 

by step, keeping in and never forgetting that OSWAID as ^ 
well as she herself were under constant observation and with 
constant contacts with organs of the KGB. Without such 
observation contacts with organs of the KQB, no foreigner 
can live within the Soviet Union. 

15 . In any investigation of this case, we should not lose 
the initiative. Da view of the extraordinary circumstances 
surrounding this case, the FBI, throuj^ the Department of State, 
could logically enou^ request that the USSR provide all 
available info on OSWALD'S story in the USSR and the purpose 

of his visit to the Soviet fid>assy in Mssleo City. A friendly 
nation can be expected to honor such a request. We ml^t learn 
a great deal frcn the Soviet reply.
